d-EVEUUtD, Aug. 3.—The labor situa- 


tion is again at a critical stage. One hun- 
dred and fifty non-union men went to 
work at the Brown hoisting works this 
morning, guarded by four militia com- 
paniesand a large force of police. A big 
crowd of striken was present but made 
no trouble. The soldiers kept them mov- 
ing and wouldn't permit them to stand In 
one place long at a time. 


A big sympathetic strike movement, 


which has been threatened from the 
beginning of the trouble several weeks 
ago, was inaugurated this morning, when 
eighty-seven men employed by the Van 
Wagoner A Williams Co., hardware man- 
ufacturers, laid down their tools and 
walked out 


The men said their only reason for stop- 


ping work was sympathy for the Brown 
boisting works strikers. It is said other 
employes of other concerns will soon fol- 
low their lead. One of the leaden of the 
hardware striken said they would de- 
xuand of Mayor McKinon that the non- 
unionists be discharged. If this was re- 
fused the striken wonld arm and compel 
the non-unionists to give up their weap- 
ou by force If neoena.-y. 


Shortly before noon police director 


Abbott ordered another company of mili- 
tia to the Brown hoisting works. He 
•aid he had private information show- 
ing the condition of attain to be much 
more serious than appeared on surface.

: army ot striking tailors today. There is a 
prospect that the police may have to 
resort to severe measures to quell the dis- 
turbance* resulting from the strike. 


There were fights early this morning 


bstween the pickets and non-unionists in 
the shops at 96 Stanton street and 18 Suf- 
folk streets, and sevens! arrests were 
made. 


Hester street this noon was the scene of 


great excitement. A mob of fully 2500 
persons had gathered in front of 85 Hester 
street shouting encouragement to a num- 
ber of striking tailors who were attempt- 
ing to clean out the shop in which a num- 
ber of non unionists were working. 


Shortly after, five detectives and police- 


men forced their way with drawn clubs 
through the mob and entered the shop. 
On the second floor they found Morris 
Alariaick shouting to the mob to help 
clean out the place. They took him to 
the station bouse with the utmost diffl 
culty, the mob closing about them several 
times, threatening to take the prisoner 
•way, and compelling the polio* to use 
their clubs freely.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Aug. 3.—The in. 


quest over Thursday's railroad accident 
by which forty-four parsons lost tbeir 
lives commenced tbis morning. The crowd 
was so large It was necessary to hold the 
hearing in Odd Fellows' hall. The hear- 
ing will probably last until Thursday. 
The officers of both roads will testier. 


The most important witness will be 


fireman Halihan of the Reading express, 
•who leaped just before the crash, and 
escaped injuries. Thus far he has been 
silent except to a close friend. 


Hia testimony if what his friends say 


may be credited,will clear the whole mys- 
tery of why the engineers kept on toward 
the crossing. Halihan told him be was 
first to see the red signal. 


The red showed against the express and 


he shouted to engineer " Ed red is on." 
Engineer Farr immediately applied the 
air brake. Halihan's statement tends to 
show that the dead engineer did every- 
thing in his power to avoid the accident. 


Thomas W. Trenchard was the flrst wit- 


ness called. His father and mother were 
killed in the accident. He testified to the 
fact. This indicated the first step to be 
taken that of proving the identity of the 
dead. 


The second step will be the introduction 


of the delayed scale of maps showing the 
location, surroundings, etc., of the scene 
of the accident. The third step will be 
the introduction of the agreement between 
the railroad companies regarding the 
maintenance of the crossing. It is un- 
likely that important testimony Trill be 
taken before tomorrow.

The Woman Political Orator. 


The Australian correspondent of the 


Boston Cougrepatioualist gees changes 
for thph«tter as results of woman suf- 
frage 4*. hat country. He writes iu the 
issue ot June 23: 


In April last for the first time women 


voted for members of parliament in 
South Australia. The number of votes 
was raised from a little over 70,000 to 
nearly 187,000. There were DO such 
startling results from the women's votes 
as some seemed to anticipate. The min- 
istry, whose policy has so strong a so- 
cialistic trend as to bo scarcely distin- 
guishable from that of the "labor 
party," came back to power, and the 
women do not seem to have materially 
affected the status qno in politics. 


One result of womanhood suffrage 


has beon to make parliamentary elec- 
tions more orderly. Tbis seems general- 
ly conceded. Another has been to intro- 
duce new kinds of political machinery. 
Afternoon teas and similar social func- 
tions are now made by enterprising 
Australian political woman 
effective 


electioneering agencies. 
Regaled by 


"the cup that cheers but not inebri- 
ates," political male orators are led 
forth by the sisters of their party to 
speak for the good of the cause. There 
are not wanting signs that the political 
female orator will be, if she has not al- 
ready been, developed.

tic Affairs. 


A VALUABLE HOUSEKEEPING SYSTEM 


Adopted by tho Board of Control. Miss 


Gallup Takes Its Management. 
Of 


Great Benefit to This Admirable 


Institution. More Room Seeled. 


A very important new plan is started at 


the hospital today, that of having a 
woman of executive ability and one 
familiar with the management of house- 
hold affairs, take charge of the house- 
keeping department. 
Heretofore the 


matron has had these duties to attend tD 
in addition to a general superintendence 
of the wards of the hospital, the care of 
the patients under the direction of the 
visiting physicians and a watchful over- 
sight of the nurses' work both as attend- 
ants and as students. 


This has been far too much care and 


responsibility for one person to assume. It 
has long been felt that the medical and 
housekeeping affairs should be managed 
as seperate and distinct departments. 
But the way of accomplishing it has never 
before been presented, there are so few 
persons competent to assume such duties 
and fewer still who can undertake their 
management in the spirit that wonld pro- 
mote in the highest degree the welfare of 
this splendid institution and inspire the 
community with a stronger confidence in 
its practical workings. 


Fortunately a young lady well known 


throughout the city, moving in the very 
bast social circles and favored with a most 
remarkable popularity with all classes, 
volunteered to take the management of 
the housekeeping department at the hos- 
pital. Miss Ollle Gallup takes that posi- 
tion today. While her decision to under- 
take this important and responsible and 
not altogether pleasant work will be a 
surprise to many of her social friends, it 
will at the same time increase the admi- 
ration for the spirit manifested by her, 
and they will appreciate what a blessing 
one of her qualifications and disposition 
will be to the hospital and its inmates as 
well as its patrons. 


Miss Qallnp is pecul!arly well qualified 


for this position by experience. She is 
familiar with household duties, is able to 
keep systematic accounts and will know 
exactly what use is'made of every article 
given or purchased for the hospital. Her 
energetic and cherry disposition will not 
only make her exceedingly popular with 
the institution but will make for the insti- 
tution more friends and deepen interest in 
it among its present numerous friends, for 
her personal influence will extend over a 
wide field and touch all classes ot our 
community. 


This new departure on the part of the 


hospital can safely be regarded as one of 
the most promising things in practical 
value adopted there for a long time, per- 
haps since its very first opening. It is an 
assuiance to the public that the domestic 
afi'airs of the institution are receiving the 
best possible management. When the 
public feeU, as it can now, that every 
article contributed for use at the hospital 
is being made the most of and that a sys- 
tem of domestic management is establish- 
ed that can assure this being done, the 
public becomes a more enthusiastic and 
liberal giver. 


Miss Gallup does not take this position 


on a hasty or sudden impulse, but after 
careful study of the opportunities oflered 
there for such wcrk of organization and 
management as her friends know her to 
be peculiarly well qualified for. 
Her 


action in accepting the position is an 
illustration of the devotion to this in- 
stitution shown by the ladles of tbis com- 
munity, who are untiring in their zeal 
and in making personal sacrifices for it. 


And now if a good plan could be started 


by which a modest but comfortable and 
suitable cottage could be built on the 
hospital grounds for living quarters for 
the n«rses, so that the hospital accommo- 
dations would be improved and the train- 
ing school could be enlarged the value of 
the institution would be greatly promoted. 
The training sohool should be made the 
hospitals' best source of income through 
the nurses in outside service. To have 
this feature of 'profit properly devoleped 
it is a matter of necessity that additional 
accommodations be provided. These are 
dull times to consider raising money for 
such a purpose, but it is well to have the 
matter under consideration, for better 
times are coming and our hospital is one 
of our permanent as well as most deserv- 
ing institutions.

Bicycle Record from Williams- 


town to North Adams Has 


Been Lowered. 


BBACIXG AIR AND RAPID RUN. 


F. S. Vndner or This City Is the Champion- 


Over Five Miles In Less Than Fifteen 


Minutes. Beats the Electrics and 


Crowds the Fltchburg. 


The local cyclists who may be classed in 


the first rank for speed are vieing with 
the Fitehburg railroad in making time 
records from Williamstowu to this city. 
The electric car is now looked upon with 
contempt by wheelmen of the flrst class, 
and even the steam cars are regarded as 
a little behind hand. 


The bicycle record which is causing the 


best efforts is the time made from the top 
of the 
hill opposite the 
monument 


in Williamstown to the Wilson in this 
city. The distance as shown by a cyclo- 
meter is 51-4 mile, and 100 yards additional. 
Gary held the record at 17 1-2 minutes for 
some time, then Bartlett broke it recently 
by making the ride in 15 minutes, and at 
the same time Brainnrd equaled Cary's 
time. 


Vadner and Watson, bolb excellent 


road riders, good at a long distance with 
a steady pace, started from Williamstown 
Saturday morning with a determination 
to break the record of fifteen minutes. 
Brainard accompanied the pair.but, sst.be 
race showed, he was out of bis class and 
at no time a possible winner. 


Joseph LeClair started-the three riders, 


attired in racing suits, from Williamstown 
at 6.20 o'clock. For a half-mile Brainard 
set a fast pace, and the riders were started 
in earnest and started to win. Brainard 
dropped back at the first half-mile and 
Vadner set the pace for Watson as far as the 
state road, when Watson changed places 
with him for their mutual benefit, as a stiff 
breeze was blowing from the east and 
pacing was tiresome work. At Brayton- 
ville Vadner again took the lead and held 
it until the line on Main street was 
crossed. 
Brainard was nowhere to be 


seen after the state road was reached and 
he finished three minutes after Vadner 
crossed the line. 


Daniel Wells, Jr., took the time on 


Main street and announced that both 
Vadner and Watson had broken the 
record. Vadner's time was 14 minutes 
and 45seconds, and Watson's was 14.48. 


The record stands as the best ever made 


here, and Vadner will always be ready to 
defend his title as champion. The races 
against time have caused unusual interest 
among fast riders and several have an- 
nounced their intention of trying to 
lower Vadner's time.

MACHINERY ASP FIXTURES IN PLACE. 


Completing a Work That Was Befun Last 


Year. 
Getting Ready to Turn Out 


Handsome Cubes of Absolutely Pure 


Ice for 'Family 
Use. 


Last year C. F. Briggs & Co. put in nn 


artificial ice plant at tlieir mill on Ash- 
land street, but just as they were about 
ready to start the machinery the boiler 
was pronounced by an inspector inade- 
quate to the work they would be required 
to perform, and before this setback was 
recovered from business complication)* 
arose which brought tiic enterprise to .a 
standstill. 


Home time ago the work was taken in 


hand again and has been vigorously push- 
ed for the lost few weeks. The fact that 
the machinery and fixtures bad stood idle 
for a year necessitated more or less extra 
work, but everything is now nearly com- 
plete and if nothing happens the plant 
will be in operation in a few days. 


The machine was manufactured by the 


De La Vergne ice machine and refrigerat- 
ing company of New York and is consid- 
ered one of the best ice machines manu- 
factured, if not the best. The one to be 
used by Briggs & Co., has a capacity of 
fifteen tons in twenty-four hours and will 
be run night and day after it in started up. 


The cakes of ice will be twenty-two by 


forty-four inches, and twelve inches thick. 
and will weigh 300 pounds each. The ice 
will be strictly pure,as the water is filtered 
and converted into steam and condensed 
again before being frozen. This not only 
removes all organic substances, but de- 
stroys all disease germs and renders the 
ice absolutely pure and safe for family 
use. 


Most of the water used will be pumped 


from a driven well about seventy-five feet 
deep directly under the Ice plant, and the 
balance will be hydrant water. The ice 
manufactured will be wholesaled by the 
company to dealers who will retail it to 
the people of the city. What the price 
will be cannot now be stated, but it is 
expected that it will not be much in ex- 
cess of the cost of ordinary ice. 


Iu addition to making ice for the market 


the company will do something in the 
cold storage line, although this branch of 
the business will not be very extensive 
this year. A building will probably be 
erected for the purpose next season, and 
it will prove a great convenience to 
dealers in perishable provisions, as these 
can be stored and perfectly preserved for 
any length of time. 


The machinery has already been limb- 


ered up a little, enough to give some of 
the pipes a coating of white frost, and in 
a short time the people of this city will 
have an opportunity to sea ice which in 
this section, at least, h as always demanded 
frigid weather for its production, turned 
out artificially in spite of 99 in the shad; 
or as much hotter as old Sol is capable of 
making it. 


The manufacture of arti<icial ice has 


been in successful operation for some 
sixteen years, but this is the first plant to 
be established in this section.

Pleasant Surprise. 


Hiss Lanoue of 70 Kemp avenue was

If any cue .has supposed that Mr. 


Biyan'ff own viewa and purposes are 
more conservative and rational than 
those cspiessetl in the platform on 
Which ho standp, he will be disabused 
of this impression by examining the ex- 
tracts from tbc Omaha World-Herald 
made by The World of this city. The 
editorials from which these extracts ore 
taken were written by Mr. Bryan and 
contain a tolorubly complete political 
creed. It has hoi u said that the refer- 
ence to the supremo couit in the Chi- 
cago platform v> as not of the nature of 
a threat. Mr. Bryan, however, has de- 
clared himself in favor of changing the 
constitution of that court. Its members, 
he asserts, "cauuot escape the influence 
which is brought to bear upon them 
through their association with men vio- 
lently opposed to the income tax for 
personal reasons." "Plutocracy is in- 
trenched behind our judicial system." 
"Our judges are not only appointed, but 
they are appointed for life. • • » They 
are usually selected from the cities, 
where they have been surrounded by 
those influences wnieh are created and 
sustained by large aggregations of 
wealth." And, finally, "If the people 
of the United States are determined to 
secure justice in taxation, they must be 
prepared to go to the root of the diffi- 
culty and adopt an amendment to the 
constitution providing for the election 
of all United States judges for a defi- 
nite tinio." 


There is a political philosophy in a 


nutshell. Those who are inclined to sup- 
port Mr. Bryan because they hold to bi- 
metallism may see to how much besides 
silver coinage they are giving their 
countenance. It is hardly necessary 
to dwell on the considerations that led 
the fram ers of the constitution to pro- 
vide that judges should not •only be 
appointed, but be appointed for life. 
Kor is it necessary to refer to the high 
character of the federal judiciary and 
to the freedom from suspicion of corrup- 
tion which it has always enjoyed. Such 
considerations appeal with overwhelm- 
ing force to those who believe it to be 
of thu last importance that judges shall 
be independent and shall not be influ- 
enced by the fear of punishment if their 
decisions are unsatisfactory to particu- 
lar individuals or classes. But such 
considerations have no weight with the 
school which Mr. Bryan represents. 
Bnch men, as he avows, do not want 
judges who are influenced by the insti- 
tution of property, but judges who will 
"sympathize with the masses." They 
want judges who get their offices 
through the machinery of the caucus 
and who can be turned out of office 
quickly whenever they make decisions 
that are unpopular. This political phi- 
losophy is entirely clear and comprehen- 
sible. There is nothing novel in it. 
It 


prevailed in the first republic of France. 
But it is a theory •which the framers of 
our constitution, supported by the tes- 
timony of the past, regarded as poison- 
ing the very source and fount of justice. 
They were awnre of the abases possible 
under a system of appointment, but 
they knew that the independence and 
impartiality of judges by whom the 
final adjudication of political problems 
of the highest order was to be made 
could in no other way be secured. The 
system has succeeded and has command- 
ed the admiration of the world. A vote 
for Mr. Bryan is a vote to destroy it— 
New York Evening Post 


WESTERN MORTGAGES. 


The Un6t Not Alone Affected by the Seal- 


ing of Debts Proposed. 


The scaling down of debts by silver 


inflation would, not affect the east alone, 
though that portion of the country 
would suffer the most seriously. It is 
impossible to ascertain the residence of 
all mortgage holders, but the census 
bureau attempted to do so in 102 repre- 
sentative counties scattered throughout 
this country. In the western and south- 
ern comities embraced in the inquiry 
as u rn)» less than half of the mort- 
gages were made to residents. In Cali- 
fornia, however, nearly all the mort- 
gage debt was held by Californians, so 
that thip state at least has an identity 
of interest with the east as to this mat- 
ter. In Indiana, Kentucky, Louisiana, 
Michigan and Tennessee the percentage 
of local mortgage holders is rather high. 
The census bureau reports that the states 
conspicuous for their own supply of 
mortgage loans are California, Indiana, 
Maine, Massachusetts, Michigan, Now 
Jersey, New York, Ohio, Pennsylvania 
and Kentucky. The strength of the

A Few Facts Tor Seekers For Financial 


Truth. 


Q. What is the financial condition of 


the five Central American republics? A. 
They ore all now on a single silver 
basis, but Costa Rica will soon go on a 
gold basis. 


Q. What is the premium on gold? A. 


About 65 per cent. 


Q. What is the silver money actually 


worth? A. About 68 percent of its face 
value, but .it is quoted at par and gold 
at 180 to 190. 


Q. What wages are paid in this sil- 


ver? A. Indian laborers on coffee plan- 
tations in Guatemala get85cents daily; 
native unskilled laborers receive 40 to 
50 cents daily; craftsmen get as high as 
$1 or $1.26 daily—according to circum- 
stances. 


Q. What is the cost of living? A. 


The hotels of the cities in Guatemala 
charge $8 per day'for ordinary board 
such as Americans require. The people 
live mainly on native fruits and maize. 
Flour costs 8 cents per pound—it costs 
less than % cents here—butter 40 cents, 
ham 81 cents, beef 8 cents, mutton 10 
cents, pork 4 cents, coffee 18 cents, rice 
6 cents, lard 23 cents, potatoes 2 cents, 
fresh fi'li 80 cents, salt 8 cents, raisins 
80 cents, soap 10 cents. The prices of 
horses and cattle are about the same as 
in the United States. 


Q. Are these prices the same as in 


other Central American states? A. 
They are a fair average. In Nicaragua 
flour costs 10 cents per pound, native 
butter 60 reuls, ham 88 cents, beef 15 
cents, pork 10 cints, coffee 80 cents, 
rice 10 cent', Inrd So cents, potatoes 7 
cents, salt 2 tpuis, map 10 cents, sugar 
20 cents. Tho wages paid arc higher, 
craftsmen rec'Civins from f 1 to f 3 per 
day. 
In the lailway service ticket 


agents get $!iO jjor month, station mas- 
ters §30 to $00, conductors $00. Ordi- 
naiy laborei", cartmen and farm labor- 
ers iccfhc trom 10 tn 80 rents per day. 
Rents for hojsis of the better class 
range from $10 to $100 per mouth in 
the towns. 


Q. Whi.t is the rate, of interest? A. 


From 10 lo 12 per cent. 


Q. la banking profitable? A. Very. 


Salvador and Guatemala have each 
threo banks; Honduras, Nicaragua and 
Costa Rica, two each. Their shares are 
at a high premium ami not for sale. 


Q. Is business profitable? A. No. 


Tho banks charge such high interest for 
the use of credit and shave the business 
man so close that there is little or no 
profit left for him. 


Q. How do they shave him? A. 


Through the variation in the value of 
the dollar, or peso, which rises and 
falls with tbe fluctuations of bar silver 
in the London market. It is worth one 
day 58 cents, the next 54 cents, tbe 
next 52 cents. If a man borrows 1,000 
pesos for 30 days, the bankers shave off 
80 to cover possible loss when repaid, 
in addition to interest On a silver basis 
he skins the business man alive.—New 
York World. 


NO WAVERING. 


If the Nation'* Credit Ia to Be Preserved, 


Republican* Must Show a Bold Front. 
The situation makes it imperative, if 


the national credit is to be preserved, 
that there should be no wavering of the 
sound money lines during the campaign 
and that at no time should such a con- 
dition of affairs be allowed to arise as 
would seem to foreshadow the success 
of Bryan and repudiation. The exhaus- 
tion of the gold reserve and the destruc- 
tion of the only means by which it 
could be replenished would put the 
country on the silver 'basis in advance 
of the election, for the small supply of 
gold in the treasury would be at once 
hoacded and treated as a' mere commer- 
cial commodity, for which a premium 
would be charged amounting to the 
difference between, the bullion valne of 
gold and silver. 


That the effect of this abrupt descent 


to the silver basis would react upon the 
silver men and that it would lead to the 
overwhelming defeat of their candidate 
there can be DO doubt, bat the losses 
that would be inflicted upon the country 
would be so enormous that even the 
election of a sound money president; nnd 
the stamping out of the silver heresy by 
an actual object lesson would not m»k» 
up for them. 


Treasury officials are not inclined to 


discuss the situation, freely, and profess 
to believe that if another issue of bonds 
becomes necessary it can be nago^ated 
at par, if not at a premium, but at the 
same time they sincerely hope they may 
not be confronted with such m condition 
as would prevail if the gold' reserve 
should be depleted in conjunction with 
a general belief in financial circles that 
Mr. Bryan might become the next pres- 
ident—Washington Cor. New York 
Herald.

Everything can be learned nowadays, 


or it might be more accurate to say that 
everything is taught. A hairdressing 
school was one of the acquisitions to 
the city's list of temples of knowledge 
last winter.

F«Mh BMket Olothnbag. 


For soiled .clothes, garments in want 


of mending, unfinished sewing or gen- 
eral odd* and ends you can make a 
light, handy and sightly receptacle by 
•pending a little time and less money 
upon an ordinary peach basket. 


Get the basket first and see that it is 


firm and not lopsided. Scrub it inside 
and out with hot suds and set it upside 
down where it will drain and dry 
quickly—in the sunshine if possible. 
Then buy a few yards of print, ohoos' 
ing a pretty pattern and colors to natch 
your room. 


From it out three breadths, a hand's 


length longer than twice the depth of 
your basket. Sew them together, bag 
fashion, fold along the middle and run 
a oase for a drawing string, leaving a 
double heading an inch deep. Run an- 
other case at the bottom end, but makt 
the ruffle there deeper—at least two 
incites. For the upper end double th& 
cloth down six inches deep, stitch it 
down neatly, then, run two casings in 
the double part two inches below the 
edge. 


Line the basket inside with the same 


cloth put in plain and coming well over 
the upper rim. Tack it fast; then put 
on the shirred outer covering, first 
drawing tbe middle tape to fit and sew- 
ing it to the basket rim, so the heading 
shall stand above it. The bottom one 
needs simply to be drawn and tied, as 
the elope of the basket will keep it in 
place. In the double casings put narrow 
ribbons, arranging them to draw on op 
poaite sides like the strings of a reticule. 
They close the month of the bag formed 
by the upper part, which more than 
doubles the basket's capacity and savea 
its contents from dust, dirt and prying 
eyes.

their play times in boys' trousers with-

And these trousers are not cast off ar- 


ticles of their brothers—oh, no, thank 
yon—they are new ones, made to order, 
and they reach from the waist to the fat 
knees, whore they end, not in a ruffle, 
but just with a hem or a button or two, 
like those of any boy.

school. At the end of three years she 
became principal of the Cheyenne 
(Wy?) 
high school, holding that posi- 


Se was 
then called to the state university, first 
to the principalship of the academic de- 
partment and the work of instructor in 
history. Two years ago she was ap- 
pointed to fill the chair of English. 


Miss McDonald was chosen to repre- 


sent Wyoming at the World's fair, de- 
livering an address in the Woman's 
building on' 'Literature for the Young." 


She has all that enthusiasm which 


comes to the born educator in the giv- 
ing and acquiring of knowledge, and 
for the past two summer terms has at- 
tended the University of Chicago, work- 
ing for the degreee of Ph. D.—New 
York Journal. 


Woman'* Fltneii For the I*w. 


The vantage ground of the true lawyer 


is not the aoisy forensic arena, but his 
private office, in whose seclusion he con- 
sults authorities, analyzes facts and 
carefully weighs the evidence bearing 
on his case. Realizing the dignity of his 
profession and his responsibility as a 
man of honor, he aims, through wise 
counsels, to prevent litigation rather 
than to promote it. Aa Blackstone de- 
fines the law, it is : 


"A science which distinguishes the 


criterious of right and wrong ; which 
tends to establish* the one and prevent, 
punish or redrew the other; which em- 
ploys in its theory the noblest faculties 
of the sonl and exercises in its practices 
the cardinal virtues of the heart ; n sci- 
ence which is universal in its use and 
extent, accommodated to each individ- 
ual, 
yet comprehending the whole com' 


inanity." 


Judged in this light, it is a suitable 


vocation for women. Especially fitted 
for her are those branches of the profes- 
sion which do not necessitate appearance 
in the courts. For the office work, tho 
most important work of the jurist, sh» 
can fit herself jnst aa well as man. Aa 
counselor she would be ofteuest sought 
by women, who hava a horror of confid- 
ing their legal crosses and difficulties to 
a lawyer of the sterner sex. In the busi- 
ness of drawing up briefs, abstracts. 
deeds, mortgages, etc., women can at- 
tain the same facility as men. 


la several of the states of the Dnion 


women are now eligible for admission 
to the bar. The enormous exactions of 
the profession will prevent its ever being 
crowded by the physically weaker sex, 
but those who have a taste for hard 
study, who possess that power of con- 
centrated thought and that clearness of 
vision which constitute what is called 
the-legal mind — those who are willing 
to work, and whose mental qualifica- 
tions are backed by robust physical 
health— -need not hesitate to enter the 
leagl profession. The woman possessing 
these traits, and with them a persever- 
ance that laughs at difficulties and a 
patience content to wait, if need be, 
long years for success, really has the 
requisites that make the first class ju- 
rist. —Minneapolis Tribnna 


Bin, Henrotln an the Club Movement. 


Mrs. 
Henrotin, in her annual address 


to the general federation, said of wom- 
en's clubs ! 


"The woman's club movement has 


been one of the1 educational factors of 
the oentnry. Woman, being above all 
practical, desired to put in action some 
of the many theories in .which she had 
become interested, and most of the clubs 
began work on philanthropic lines, and 
they have enlarged their scope till the 
club calendars now embrace civics, 
household economies, education, sociol- 
ogy, 
literature, art and science. 


"In 
many cities the clubs have 


formed federations, which are usually 
divided into departments covering the 
interests of the etiy. The village and 
town improvement associations are do- 
ing excellent work on the same lines, 
aiid all testify to the growing interest 
of women in civics. When the older 
club members recall bow jealously in 
the past club ' privileges ivere guarded, 
they \rill perceive from the advance 
made how rapidly the feeling of reci- 
procity bus developed in the clubs. To 


who live in cities tho seeming 


monolony of life in country places is 
difficult to apprehend. A city woman 
needs lier olub, but to the country wo- 
man it is essential, for life with her 
runs iu a grooye.'and she is in danger of 
dropping into the personal on all ques- 
tions because she i* not iu touch with 
the activities which are the power of 
life. The club takes the interest outside 
of the narrow individual life and brings 
It into unison with' the community life, 
and through the state and general fed- 
eration the community life comes into 
unity with the national life." 


•Ha* Sophia B. Wright. 


Miss Sophia B. Wright, who founded 


and is yet at the head of the Home in- 
stitute jn New Orleans, takes «a nigh 
rank among generous and courageous 
southern women who have helped poor 
children and working people to educate 
themselves for higher vocations and 
better fields of usefulness in life. Miss 
Wright has so enlarged the institute 
that it has both day and night school* 
and is now accommodating 850 pupils. 
Those who ore able to pay something do 
so, but those too poor to spare any part 
of their scanty earnings are admitted 
free. Miss Wright is one of the most 
energetic workers in the temperance 
field.—Woman's Journal.

' Brldgeton, N. J., Aug. S.—The bodies 
of eleven victim* of the railroad acci- 
dent at Atlantic City ware buried 
tram this city yesterday.

Thus, if no more 
succumb to their injuries, there will 
hare been twenty-eight deaths from 
among the city's population. There 
•were so many funerals that the facili- 
ties for burial were overtaxed. Hearses 
did treble duty, and carriage drivers 
carried aa many a* four separate groups 
of 
mourners to 
the 
cemeteries. 


The victims of the hapless disaster 
were in most cases so situated as to 
leave no destitution behind them, al- 
though there may be one or two cases 
calling for assistance. In the churches 
was the deepest sorrow, for in almost 
every ease the dead wms a member of 
one of them of the city. One of the 
saddest cases waa that of the Sooys. 
The mangled body of the father was 
left in the hearse, while that of the 
son was carried Into the house while 
the services were being held. Within 
the dwelling there were moans and 
laments from the stricken widow and 


about S300 in money. These article! 
will be returned to the relatives of the 
dead upon, proper identification.

fund smarted by hotel guests and cot- 
tager* for the victims ot the disaster 
has been swelled to over 8500. The 
city council holds Its regular meeting 
to-night, and some notice will prob

Q—What do you think of Tam-

A—I simply cannot understand it 
They strongly opposed the platform at 
Chicago on the ground that it was an 
assault upon the Integrity of the na- 
tion.
